REPORT. 

| The Board of Directors of the Northern Bap- 
list Education Society ask leave to submit their 
twenty-fourth annual Report. 

In the progress of human affairs, the Society 
has reached the period of another anniversary. 
The year which this day closes, has been char- 
aeterized by several striking peculiarities—pecul- 
iarities which have essentially affected the desti- 
nies of this Society. The well known scarcity 
of money and the consequent embarrassment of 
most persons in business, has rendered the col- 
lection of funds exceedingly difficult; and ina 
variety of forms, has tended to perplex the oper- 
ations of the Board. 

It deserves also to be mentioned, in this con- 
nection, as a fact, having an opposite tendency, 
that the moral feelings of the community have 
been very much improved ; that, while the actual 
ability to contribute has been diminished, the dis- 
position to give has been increased. ‘Thus has 
God mercifully interposed, and made the extrem- 
ity of men his opportunity for doing them good, 
and for doing good -by them. 

Again the numerous revivals of religion, which 
have occurred, and are still in progress in our 
churches, will multiply, it may be expected, can- 
didates for the ministry, and, consequently, the 
labors of this Society.

THE OBJECT OF THE SERMON.
